I. Most television programming is produced by professionals mainly 
concerned with the technical qualities of the production.(These pro- 
fessionals place emphasis Po packaginz the information in a form that— 
is entertaining to the viewer. It seems to be assumed that the viewer 
will watch only programs that are spectacular, whether in terms of 
content or presentation. These programs may deal with activities that 
are familiar to many people but which are presented in a way that is 
constantly exciting{ quick-moving or dramatic in emotional tonedin 
order to emulate a literary model of plot/rising action/climax/reso- 
lution.) Broadcast content™tendg to reflect stereotyped views of the 
information. The relation of these programs to actual life activities 
or information is very slight. The viewer's role in relation to tele- 
vision is passive. 
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The Center's activities provide the possibility for a broader base 
for television programming and alternatives to what is currently 
available from most networks. The intention is not a revolutionary 
replacement of broadcast television but an attempt to increase the 

range and types of programs, an and to provide the viewer with a method 
of active and direct involvement with television.( With free access 
to video equipment, the "viewer" role need not be the only possible 
relationship to television.) Anyone who is interested can make or 
show a tape. People are then actively involved in the events and 
people they are taping. The information produced is known and under-~ 
stood from a uniquely personal perspective. 


This raw information often nelates more directly to experiences com- 
mon to most people. It consists of recording real-time events without 
the artificial imposition of drama or manipulation of the material 

to produce rapidly-paced, exciting programs. Most 30 minute or one 
hour experiences people have in day-to-day life are not exciting. 
Broadcast television fails to present this aspect of people's lives. 
It can best be shown by people really involved in actual events, 
things that they know through their own contacts or experiences. Pro- 
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grams are then less likely to reinforce the stereotyped interpre- 
tations of events dominating broadcast television. Hach person in- 
volved in the taping process presents his own perspectives through 
the way he records, what information he includes and how he edits 
the material. This information is perhaps more intense than the 
prepackaged information available on television, in the sense that 
it is made by people involved in the event recorded. 


The concept that those people most directly involved can present a 
realistic, original and interesting view of their concerns is one 
that is applicable on several levels.In the area of community in- 
volvements, individuals of all agesiand with different concerns 
produce tapes dealing with their own daily activities. Business, 
civic, governmental and religious groups often make tapes indicating 
the functions of their organizations and the services available to 
others. This same process can be extended beyond the local community 
to include people of different countries. Quite often the, specials 
produced for broadcast television are produced by “cans who have 
little or no first-hand knowledge of(or experience with )the culture 
they are attempting to portray. Just as the individual or group from 
the local community can best explain his own concerns to others, so 
can a person native to another country realistically present aspects 
of his country and culture to those unfamiliar with them. 


Any interested individual or group from the community can borrow, 
without charge, portable 1/2" videotape equipment for both recording 
and playback purposes. Since the Center began operation in July 1971, 
there has been a growing interest in the use of this type of equip- 
ment and, to date, over 600 individuals and many groups have pro- 
duced videotapes. The persons and groups using the equipment are 
diverse and cannot be classified in terms of age, education or in- 
terests (see list). The Center functions as a resource area to provide 
access to equipment, technical information and assistance, and advice 
if it is sought. Each individual is encouraged to define his own 
objectives for using the equipment and to do the actual taping. The 
Center generally does not act as a production crew but will consult 
and provide assistance in recording if assistance is needed. The 

uses to which the tapes are put are also determined by the user. Play- 
back equipment is available and can be used for large or small group 
showings at the Center or can be borrowed to show tapes to groups out- 
side the Center. The Center has a half-hour weekly show, ACCESS, on 
the local cable channel, CV-7. Any individual or group who desires to 
do so, can produce programming for the show with the use of the Center's 
equipment. Television material can then be expanded beyond programming 
geared to avarage interests, to include the presentation of tapes 
dealing with interests and information relevant to smaller groups. By 
doing their own programming, people become more aware of the power of 
the television medium as a tool for communicating and expressing their 
own ideas. 


II. The Center is also involved in the area of education.( we ise see 
sulting with educators on all levels and\ different areas concerning 
the innovations possible in the use of television in education.

The relationship between the 
student and this type of educational television is similar to the one 
between the viewer and broadcast televsion,) Educational tapes are 
generally produced by professional people who are removed from the 
subject area and the people involved.(Often they are more concerned 
with slick packaging of information than with the information it- 
self or the receivers of the iafesuntioe) Atudente are passive re- 
cipients of this prepackaged information. 


The Center encourages active student and teacher involvement in the 
production of tapes and the taping process. The information the stu- 
dent seeks may not be available through conventional sources. Or (the 
information available may be distorted or not relevant to the student's 
own situation and experiences. When the student produceg his own 
learning material, he is directly involved in the process or event 

he is taping; his perceptions are then reflected in the product The 
tapes, again, are not constructed portrayals of the event but are re- 
cordings of actual-experiences.) These tapes can be made available to 
other students and teachers, educational institutions and to the general 
public. 


In addition to producing his own learning materials, the student is 
learning processes. Beyond the use of television as‘ an educational 
communications tool, the student may also become more thoughtful 
about television as a medium, its limitations and possibilities for 
communication and expression, and the ways in which television is 
used and how it may develop. 


III. Broadcast and educational television is primarily used in the 
arts as a conduit for the presentation of performances in the other 
arts, such as dance, music and theater. Rarely is television itself 
explored as a medium of expression or integrated with other art forms. 
The Center is committed to supporting the investigations of artists 
using television as a medium for creative expression. Nam June Paik 
has worked closely with the Center in the past (year and has developed 
a Video Synthesizer with Shuya Abe. The Paik-Abe Synthesizer is avail- 
able for use by anyone who is interested in its possibilities. 


Through the personal interaction of the artist and the television medium, 
people begin to view television fas they view paint,)as a medium with 


its own capabilities and limitations which can be tsed as a creative via 
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tool. The showing of tapes made by people using video in this way will 
broaden the content range of broadcast television. 


The Center purposely does not define what we would like to see tele- 
vision become in terms of content or manner of presentation. We en- 
courage anyone who is interested in television and wish to provide 
the means for experimentation and definition by those people who 

use television in order to support possible alternatives to broad- 
cast concepts of television.

Nick Ray, a film director, had his film production classes 
meet for several days at the Center to gain experience in 
video and to experiment with the visual effects of the syn- 
thesizer.
